Mr. Hodges spent a year in West Germany as head 
of the Industry Division of-the Economic Cooperation 
Administration. 


On January 20, 1961, he was named Secretary 


of Commerce by Presidnet Kennedy.

Russia Halts 
U. S. Convoy 
to Berlin

BERLIN <AP> — The Russians 


today hailed an outbound U.S. 
Army convoy for almost six hours

possibly torn apart by a violent 
storm, fell to the ground in sec- 
tions Tuesday night, killing all 45 
persons' aboard. 


The only known survivor, res- 


cued from an intact section of the 
fuselage after an all-night search, 
died in a hospital 90 minutes after 
rescue. 


He was Takchiko Nakano, 27, 


an engineer who carried business 
cards listing addresses1 in Oak 
Park, 111., and Los Angeles.

dle section of the fuselage, which, 
shorn of its wings and tail sec- 
tion, plunged into a shallow gully 
about 20 miles from where debris
